‘Hiy Lieutenants are intrench’d in the Defiles, 
ot narrow Pafics of the Mountains, and in old 
Coages; and it looks as if the Malecotenss De- 
igo was to get nearer to the Sea, and particularly 
Smyrna, either to plunder it, or to make them- 
hives Mafters of it, in order to force the Porte to
